ten working days prior to the planning commission’s public hearing13

on the proposed change with a certified letter to the clerk of14

any sanitary and improvement district if the annexation includes15

property located within the boundaries of such district. Such16

notice shall describe the area proposed for annexation, including17

a map showing the boundaries of the area proposed for annexation,18

and shall contain the date, time, and location of the planning19

commission’s hearing and how further information regarding the20

annexation can be obtained, including the telephone number of21

the pertinent city or village official and an electronic mail or22

Internet address if available.23
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(3) A second notice of the proposed annexation shall be1

sent to the same owners of property who were provided with notice2

under subsection (2) of this section. Such notice shall be sent by3

regular United States mail, postage prepaid, to the owner’s address4

as it appears in the records of the office of the register of5

deeds or as the address is determined from another official source,6

postmarked at least ten working days prior to the public hearing of7

the city council or village board on the annexation. Such notice8

shall describe the area proposed for annexation, including a map9

showing the boundaries of the area proposed for annexation, and10

shall contain the date, time, and location of the hearing and11

how further information regarding the annexation can be obtained,12

including the telephone number of the pertinent city or village13

official and an electronic mail or Internet address if available.14

(4) No additional or further notice beyond that required15

by subsections (2) and (3) of this section shall be necessary if16

the scheduled public hearing by the planning commission or city17

council or village board on the proposed annexation is adjourned,18

continued, or postponed until a later date.19

(5) Except for a willful or deliberate failure to cause20

notice to be given, no annexation decision made by a city of the21

first or second class or village to accept or reject a proposed22

annexation, either in whole or in part, shall be void, invalidated,23

or affected in any way because of any irregularity, defect, error,24

or failure on the part of the city or village or its employees25

to cause notice to be given as required by this section if a26

reasonable attempt to comply with this section was made. No action27
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to challenge the validity of the acceptance or rejection of a1

proposed annexation on the basis of this section shall be filed2

more than one year following the date after the formal acceptance3

or rejection of the annexation by the city council or village4

board.5

(6) Except for a willful or deliberate failure to cause6

notice to be given, the city of the first or second class or7

village and its employees shall not be liable for any damage to8

any person resulting from failure to cause notice to be given9

as required by this section if a reasonable attempt was made to10

provide such notice. No action for damages resulting from the11

failure to cause notice to be provided as required by this section12

shall be filed more than one year following the date after the13

formal acceptance or rejection of the proposed annexation, either14

in whole or in part, by the city council or village board.15

(7) For purposes of this section, owner means the owner16

of a piece of property as indicated on the records of the office17

of the register of deeds as provided to or made available to the18

city of the first or second class or village no earlier than the19

last business day before the twenty-fifth day preceding the public20

hearing by the planning commission on the annexation proposed for21

the subject property.22

Registered voters within the boundaries of the district2

shall be registered voters of such district and shall be eligible3

for the office of director subject to the special qualification4

of residence for the outside member. The outside member specified5

in section 32-540 shall be a registered voter residing within6

the district but outside the corporate limits of the city of the7

metropolitan class for which the district was created.8

If, the22

owner or owners fail, neglect, or refuse, after five days’ notice23

by publication, or by certified United States mail, or by the24

conspicuous posting of the notice on the lot or land upon which the25

nuisance exists, the owner or owners fail, neglect, or refuse to26

destroy or remove the same, nuisance, the city, through its proper27
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officers, shall destroy and remove the same nuisance, or cause the1

same nuisance to be destroyed or removed, from the lot or lots or2

lands and streets and alleys abutting thereon and shall assess the3

cost thereof against such lot or lots or lands, as provided by4

ordinance.5

the mayor and city council of a city of the first class may10

by ordinance at any time include within the corporate limits of11

such city any contiguous or adjacent lands, lots, tracts, streets,12

or highways as are urban or suburban in character and in such13

direction as may be deemed proper. Such grant of power shall not14

be construed as conferring power upon the mayor and city council15

to extend the limits of a city of the first class over any16

agricultural lands which are rural in character.17

(2) The invalidity of the annexation of any tract of land18

in one ordinance shall not affect the validity of the remaining19

tracts of land which are annexed by the ordinance and which20

otherwise conform to state law.21

(3) The city council proposing to annex land under the22

authority of this section shall first adopt both a resolution23

stating that the city is proposing the annexation of the land and a24

plan for extending city services to the land. The resolution shall25

thistle (Cirsium lanceolatum), buckthorn (Rhamnus sp.) (tourn),3

hemp plant (Cannabis sativa), and ragweed (Ambrosiaceae).4

(6) A city of the second class or village by ordinance5

may declare it to be a nuisance to permit or maintain any growth6

of eight inches or more in height of weeds, grasses, or worthless7

vegetation on any lot or piece of ground located within the8

corporate limits of the city or village during any calendar year9

if, within the same calendar year, the city has, pursuant to10

subsection (4) of this section, acted to remove weeds, grasses, or11

worthless vegetation exceeding twelve inches in height on the same12

lot or piece of ground and had to seek recovery of the costs and13

expenses of such work from the owner.14

Section 10. Section 19-916, Reissue Revised Statutes of15

Nebraska, is amended to read:16

19-916 (1) The proprietor or proprietors of any land17

within the corporate limits of any city of the first or second18

class or village, or of any land within the area designated by19

a city of the first class pursuant to subsection (1) of section20

16-902 or within the area designated by a city of the second21

class or village pursuant to subsection (1) of section 17-1002,22

may lay out such land into lots, blocks, streets, avenues, alleys,23

and other grounds under the name of .......... Addition to the24

City or Village of .........., and shall cause an accurate map25

or plat thereof to be made out, designating explicitly the land26

so laid out and particularly describing the lots, blocks, streets,27
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avenues, alleys, and other grounds belonging to such addition. The1

lots shall be designated by numbers, and streets, avenues, and2

other grounds, by names or numbers. Such plat shall be acknowledged3

before some officer authorized to take the acknowledgments of4

deeds, and shall contain a dedication of the streets, alleys,5

and public grounds therein to the use and benefit of the public,6

and have appended a survey made by some competent surveyor with7

a certificate attached, certifying that he or she has accurately8

surveyed such addition and that the lots, blocks, streets, avenues,9

alleys, parks, commons, and other grounds are well and accurately10

staked off and marked. When such map or plat is so made out,11

acknowledged, and certified, and has been approved by the local12

legislative body, the same shall be filed and recorded in the13

office of the register of deeds and county assessor of the county.14

(1) The local legislative body shall have power by15

ordinance to provide the manner, plan, or method by which land16

within the corporate limits of any such municipality, or land17

within the area designated by a city of the first class pursuant18

to subsection (1) of section 16-902 or within the area designated19

by a city of the second class or village pursuant to subsection20

(1) of section 17-1002, may be subdivided, platted, or laid out,21

including a plan or system for the avenues, streets, or alleys to22

be laid out within or across such land, and to compel the owners23

of any such land that are subdividing, platting, or laying out such24

land to conform to the requirements of the ordinance and to lay25

out and dedicate the avenues, streets, and alleys in accordance26

(3) Upon approval by the legislative body or its19

All additions thus laid out and previously located within26

the corporate boundaries of the municipality shall remain a part of27

(4) (3) All additions laid out adjoining or contiguous2

or adjacent to the corporate limits may be included within the3

corporate limits and become a part of such municipality for all4

purposes whatsoever if approved by the legislative body of the city5

or village under this subsection. The proprietor or proprietors of6

any land within the corporate limits of any city of the first or7

second class or village, or of any land contiguous or adjacent8

to the corporate limits may lay out such land into lots, blocks,9

streets, avenues, alleys, and other grounds under the name of10

.......... Addition to the City or Village of .........., and shall11

cause an accurate map or plat thereof to be made out, designating12

explicitly the land so laid out and particularly describing the13

lots, blocks, streets, avenues, alleys, and other grounds belonging14

to such addition. The lots shall be designated by numbers, and15

streets, avenues, and other grounds, by names or numbers. Such16

plat shall be acknowledged before some officer authorized to take17

the acknowledgments of deeds, and shall contain a dedication of18

the streets, alleys, and public grounds therein to the use and19

benefit of the public, and have appended a survey made by some20

competent surveyor with a certificate attached, certifying that he21

or she has accurately surveyed such addition and that the lots,22

blocks, streets, avenues, alleys, parks, commons, and other grounds23

are well and accurately staked off and marked. The addition may24

become part of the municipality at such time as the addition is25

approved by the legislative body if (a) after giving notice of26

the time and place of the hearing as provided in section 19-904,27
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the planning commission and the legislative body both hold public1

hearings on the inclusion of the addition within the corporate2

limits. Such hearings shall be separate from the public hearings3

held regarding approval of the addition and (b) the legislative4

body votes to approve the inclusion of the addition within the5

corporate boundaries of the municipality in a separate vote from6

the vote approving the addition. Such hearings shall be separate7

from the public hearings held regarding approval of the addition.8

If the legislative body includes the addition within the corporate9

limits, the inhabitants of such addition shall be entitled to all10

the rights and privileges, and shall be subject to all the laws,11

ordinances, rules, and regulations of the municipality to which12

such land is an addition. When such map or plat is made out,13

acknowledged, and certified, and has been approved by the local14

legislative body, the map or plat shall be filed and recorded in15

the office of the register of deeds and county assessor of the16

county.
